Washington, Jan. 6.—The usual 

decline in automotive produc- 

tion, occasioned by the lessened 
domestic deman’ and the tak- 
ing of inventory, did not reflect 
unfavorably upon the exports of 

Passenger cars and trucks dur- 
“ing November, as there were 

7,478 ‘more motor vehicles ex- 

ported during this period than 

during the preceding month, 

H. O. Smith, chief of the auto- 

motive division of the Depart- 

ment of Commerce, announced 
today in mais¢ publ'c a re- 
vised analysis of exports. 

“The export ratio to production 

®%s notable in that it attains a 
percentage of 10.8, as compared 
with 5.9 during October and 7.8 
during November, 1926,’’ Mr. 

Smith asserted. 

Combined exports of automotive 
products from the United States 
during November totaled $27,793,- 
705, as compared with $28,108,066 
during the same period of 1925, 

For the first eleven months of 
this year combined passenger car 
and truck exports from the United 
States amounted to 279,599 units, 
valued at $204,206,589. During the 
Bame period of 1925 there were 
269,416 of these units exported 

valued at $199,768,779. 

Passenger car -exports in each 
of the five price classes showed a 
substantial increase, which was 
especially marked in the class value 
up to $500. Exports in this group 
registered a gain of more than 
3,000 units, and as in “November of | 
1925, was largely responsible for| 
lowering the average value of pas- 
senger cars from $789 during Octo- 
ber to $731 in November. 

As in the preceding month, Aus- 
tralia, Argentina, Brazil, 3ritish 
South Africa and Canada oecu- 
pied the first five positions as the 
leading markets for passenger cars 
from the United States. 

These were followed, as before 
by New Zealand, Uruguay, and the 
United Kingdom, but these latier! 
markets produced a marked in- 
crease in their imports during this 
period. 

In the truck field, Australia and 
Brazil oecupied first and second 
positions, while Italy took third] 
place, closely followed by Uru- 
Quay, New Zealand, Denmark, Ar- 
gentina and Spain. Shiprments to 








all of these countries wer 
stantially larger during Noven 
than in the preceding month 
Shipments of trailers and 
engines showed gains during 
ember, while electric trucks 
Passenger cars and automobile 
gines for passenger cars, truc!
